TEMPTING DEATH AT THE CROSSING 


The current number of the fortnightly 
publication issued by the Board of Rail- 
way Commissioners for Canada makes 
gruesome reading. Almost the entire 
number is taken up with a list of instances 
in which, during recent months, a danger- 
ous Situation was created at a railway 
crossing by the deliberate act of some one 
using the crossing. This is not a list of 
crossing “accidents It is a list of cross- 
ing tragedies for which some one wilfully 
set the stage; some of which happened and 
some of which did not happen 

The record covers the lines thre 
railway systems only: the Canadian Na- 
tional, the C. P. R., and the Toronto, Ha- 
milton and Buffalo. The period is rough- 
ly about a year and a half, ending with 
August last. The list of occurrences oc- 
cupies 34 closely printed pages. The in- 
stances recorded average 35 to the page 
There is thus a tabulation, with time 
place, and a brief account of each occur- 
rence, of some 1,200 cases in which a tra- 
gedy was plainly invited at a railway 
crossing in Canada, in a period of about 
18 months. 

In all but a trifling number of cases 
the offender was the driver of a motor 
car. In a considerable number of in- 
stances one of more persons met death 
In many others there were personal in- 
juries. In others, a smash was only 
averted by the vigilance and promptness 
of the engineer. In the others, the parties 

only escaped because they had 
more luck than the automobile drivers had 
sense. 
It is somewhat startling to learn that 
729 of these mishaps a4 near-mishaps 
occurred at crossings which were protect-

One thing this tabulation makes quite 
clear. There is no use establishing safe- 
ty devices at railway crossings in hope 
of thereby saving the foolhardy driver and 
his unfortunate companions. In upwards 
of two-thirds of the cases cited the cross- 
ings were protected, and the warnings 
were ignored. It is only those who have 
sense enough to heed warnings who will 
profit by danger signals
